This 
statement I have heretofore made to Ed- 
ward P. Vai), John Ullrich, John K. 
Warren and others privately, but could 
not thrust upon the public becomingly 
until it was called for. 


OQ Sunday afternoon, November 2nd 


1884, Mr. Buckingham and Mr. Jack 
came to my house, and Mr. Buckingham 
stated that he had called to talk with me 
about the charges which had been pub- 
lished concerning his report as state's at- 
torney, and which were being used by 
Mr. Vail against him, At that time there 
was no attack upon Mr, Buckingham's 
record except so much thereof as was 
embraced in his first report, the report 
dated Deo. 1st, 1879. One of the attack- 
ing articles was contained in the Decatur 
REPUBLICAN of Got. 24th, 1884, and the 
other in the Decatur Herald of Oct. 28th, 
1884. Those two articles were reprinted 
as circulars, the one of Oct. 24th entitled 
"Something for Mr, Buckingham to Ex 
plain," the one of Oct 28th entitled "A 
Bad Official Record," and were being cir- 
culated in the campaign against Mr. 
Buckingham. Mr. Tail kindly tarnished 
me those two circulars this evening, and 
told me they were the only ones in circa 
lation prior to or upon Nov. 2nd, 1884. 
Those circulars only attack Mr, Bucking 
ham's first report. That appears upon 
their face, and Mr. Vail BO assured me to- 
night Mr. Yail also assured me this 
evening that no attack was made upon 
any other portion

ham's official record than his first report, 
until the appearance ot the Decatur RE- 
PUBLICAN in the afternoon of Monday, 
November 33,1884. 


On Sunday atternoor, Nov. 2nd, 1884, 


I did not know of any adverse criticism 
of Mr, Buckingham's official financial 
record, except as to his first report, nor 
did I know of or suspect any ground of 
further criticism, Such being the state 
of case Mr, Buckingham said to me on 
the Sunday afternoon referred to that he 
had made a mistake in his first report by 
an unintentional blunder, having put a 
sum into one column which ought to have 
gone into another, and that the report 
showed a balance due him from the 
county, when it should show a balance 
due from him to the county. But Mr, 
Buckingham said the next report which 
was correct showed a balance due him 
from the county large enough to cover 
the error in the first report and lenve a 
balance on the two reports due him from 
the county. Now, said Mr. Buckingham, 
"I thick that fact also ought to go before 
the people, and I wish you and some oth- 
er gentleman would examine those re- 
ports, and it they show that condition of 
my account, would so state."

On Monday, Nov. 3d, 1884, between II 


and 12 o'clock a. m, we three examined the 
records of the two reports, the first cov- 
ering the period from December 1st, 1876, 
to December 1st, 1879; the second from 
December 1st, 1879, to May, 1880, and 
found that no such error as appeared in 
the first report was in the second. After 
what we thought was B careful examina- 
tion, it seemed to be correct, I so con- 
sidered it, and had no thought or suspi- 
cion to the contrary, That second report 
showed a balance due Mr. Buckingham 
large enough to correct the error in the 
first and leave a balance due Mr. Buck- 
ingham of 921478. 


One of onr number drew up a state- 


ment then which was not altogether lat- 
i»fiiotory to two of ns, and it was not 
signed. In the afternoon ot Monday, 
November 3d, when on my way to the St. 
Louis train, about 3 o'clock or a very few 
minutes after, I stopped at the back office 
of Peddeoord, Burrows & Oo.'s bank, met 
the other gentlemen and signed the re- 
port which was published. I hurried to 
the train and went to itoody, where I 
spoke thnt night. 


The first attack upon Mr. Bucking- 


ham's record going further them the error 
in the first repert which he confessed to 
me, appeared ia that afternoon's REPUB- 
LICAN, I did not eee that paper that day, 
and had no knowledge of any further 
charge until the appearance of Mr. Vail's 
circular in reply on election day. It was 
to me a total surprise. 


Wbat 1 did was done in good faith, and 


I would have done as much for any 
friend under similar circumstances, if ap- 
pealed to. In what we said as to Mr. 
McOlellan we did not misrepresent him, 
but did wrong in introducing bis name 
into the circular, and for that I tender him 
a public apology. Mr, Moffett puts the re- 
port of the committee of the board of su- 
pervisors immediately after our circular, 
in apparent contradiction of it. It should 
be observed that our circular is of No- 
vember 3d, '84, and the report is of De- 
cember 15, '84. 
The report embodies 


matters which were unknown and unsus- 
pected by me, or so tar BS I know, by any 
one, unless it be Mr. Vail. I am under 
obligation to Mr. Vail for tarnishing me 
;he circulars referred to in the beginning 
of this article.

This article IB In response to an ar- 
ticle I had published ID the DAILY HKPDBLI- 
CAN of yesterday. 


In his reply he says: "Jim glad of an op- 


portunity to make a slatementto the public 
In my own behalf and for tbe other gentlemen 
interested concerning It. Thle statement I 
hare heretofore made to Edward P. Vail, John 
Ollricb, John K. Warren and others privately, 
but could not thrust upon the public becom- 
ingly until It was called for " 


It seems Mr. Ening has made this esrp'ana- 


tion to a few gentlemen named, but was too 
modest to thrust upon the public unasked, 
and I happened to be the first to ask for It. 


It seems to me that if my report came in 


conB ot with the report of a committee of the 
Board of Supn visors to the enent that yours 
did, that the public ended loudly for an expla- 
nation at once. I had waited for It until I lelt 
the time bad come when It (in justice to the 
voters of this county) should be made. 


Now you state that on Nov. 2d, "there was 


no attack upon Mr. Buckingham's record ex- 
cept so much thereof as was embraced in bis 
first report, the report dated December lat, 
1870. One of the attacking articlej was con- 
tained in the Decatur REPUBLICAN of Oct. 'H, 
1881, and the other in the Deoatur Herald of 
Oct 28,188*. Those two artJok 8 were reprinted 
aa circulars, the one of Oct. 24'h entitled, 
"Something for Mr. Buckingham to Explain " 
the one of Oct. 2Blh entitled "A Bad Official 
Record," and were being circulated In the 
campaign against Mr, IJuekinKham." 


Let us see if that IB so. The article of Oct. 


28th referred to, almost in its first sentence, 
says: " 'Enquiring Democrat' made charges 
against Mr. Buckingham which substantially 
stated that he had taken for his own use money 
which belonged to the sohool fund and that 
he had never restored it." 


How much more explicitly could the charge, 


be made that Mr. Buckingham was embez- 
zling money belonging to the school fund,and 
after 4 years had about pasted by, after Mr.

Then you say: "After what we thought waa

That second 
repirt showed a b»lanco due Mr. Buckingham 
large enough to correct the error in tho ilrit 
and leave a balance due Mr. Buckingham of

You were careful enough to Include ten 


per cent commission on monies collected by 
him amounting to S',M 95, by putting a con- 
struction on the statute providing his com- 
pensation, diirerou from the plain English 
and also different from the opinion of onr At- 
torney-General, ss to its construction. This 
being necessary (as It seems to me) to cover 
up or justify Mr. B's attempt to rob tho school 
fund. Now I learn that there is tk case pend- 
ing in the court to which you aspire as Judge 
to determine his right to this *403 3D, and if 
you are elected you may be called upon to de- 
cide. Lest you In your hurry may tail to no- 
tice the wording of the statute I will insert 
that section covering this matter: "State's 
A ttorneya where the crime Is punished by 
death or confinement in tbe penitentiary, Qr- 
teen dollars, and five dollars each on all other 
convictions. Ten percent, on all moneys (ex- 
cept revenue) collected by them and pafd over 
to the Btate or any county, which sum to« 
gether with the trial fees that cannot be col- 
lect «d from the parties convicted, shall be 
paid out of any fines and forfeited recogniz- 
ances collected by them."

Ja.ckson'6 Doom, 


Yesterday mention was made of the 


fact that Wm, Kiley Jackson, formerly a 
prisoner in the Decatur jail, had been 
doomed to suffer the death penalty at 
Bloomington for the murder of Parr. 
Not many years ago Jackson lived in De-' 
tnr, or rather in this vicinity. His father 
is James Jackson. He lived the life of a 
gypsy, as do the rest of the family. They 
have frequently camped near Decatnr, 
and have been on the old square aud in 
adjacent alleys trading horses. In re- 
ferring to the trial the Bloomington Pan- 
tagraph printed the 
following para- 


graphs: 


During the trial a number of strange 


appearing people have from time to time 
visited Jackson in the coutt room. But 
few knew their identity. They are gip- 
sies, with whom Jackson had associated 
and lived off and on for years. They are 
camped near the city, and several days 
during the trial their wagons were hitch- 
ed on Madison street, near the Panta- 
graph office. Jackson is not a gypsy, but 
an uncle ot his ia in the company now 
here, and he himself lived a gypsy life 
with the Romany* for many a month. 


The first vote of the jury was simply 


on the question: "Is Jackson guilty?" 
Tbe jury was unanimously in the affirma- 
tive. Then the vote was on the question: 
"What shall the punishment be?" on 
which three votes were taken. They were 
as follows: First vote, 10 for death, 2 for 
imprisonment; second, 11 for death, 1 for 
imprisonment; third vote, unanimous for 
death.

Last evening Marshal Mason got word

Watson 
arrived Thursday night, and spent most 
of yesterday going about town in a phae- 
ton, calling at different offices and resi- 
dences in whoee localities police officers 
are seldom seen.

physic is concerned, and I have pretty 
good authority for what I say. 


Sir William Jenner has the courage 


to*declare that "the science of medicine 
is a barbarous jargon—every dose of 
medicine is a blind experiment!" When 
the great Majendie assnmcd the Pro-j 
fessor's Chair of Medicine at the Col- 
lege of France, he thus addressed tba 
astonished' students: 
"Gentlemen," 


medicine is a humbug. Who know^ 
anything about medicine? I tell yoi^ 
frankly, I don't. Nature does a good 
deal; doctors do very little—when they; 
don't do harm." Majendio v,rcnt on 
to tell the following pungent little pro- 
fessional tale out of school: 


"When I was head physician at the 


Hotel Dicu I divided the "patients into 
three sections. To one I gave the reg- 
ulation dispensary medicine in the reg- 
ulation way; to another I gave bread, 
milk and colored water and to the third 
section I gave nothing at all. Well, 
gentlemen, every one in the third sec- 
tion got well. Nature invariably came 
to the rescue." 


Now, of course, we must allow some- 


thing for the obtrusive candor of pro- 
fessional confession—which is always 
apt to overleap the mark and give tha 
opponent a few more points than, ha 
asks for, really for the sake of placing 
him at a disadvantage. 
Still there is 


truth in the candid jest, if jest it be; 
and the truth is this: The doctor ia 
often superfluous, sometimes mischiev- 
ous ani occasionally fatal. Physick- 
ing, as Sir William Jenner (quoted by 
Dr. Ridge) admits, is largely a specu- 
lative 
operation. 
The 
ingenious 


"dosoist," as Artemus Ward would 
say, has theories about what is the 
matter with you; he physios according 
to his theory, and then physics to cor- 
rect his theory. This he calls "chang- 
ing the treatment." Wrong again! 
Patient geta worse. 
Perhaps it ia 


change of air, not change of food, ha 
wants—bright idea! send him out ol 
town. Off he goes into the country; 
forgets to take his physic; feels better; 
gets well; doctor looks bland, nods hia 
head and says: "Told you so; change 
of air—that's 
what you wanted." 


What he really wanted was to be let 
alone. Leave off worrying Nature— 
that is what is required; not in al) 
cases, but in a good many; and that is 
probably what Majendie and Jenner 
and all the wisest doctors think. They 
aim at diet and discipline—they assist, 
they do not try to force, Nature's hand 
—and they every now and then admit 
this in a burst of confidence. 


There is another dubious side of the 


question. Doctors often say to you, 
"Be sure you come to me at once. I 
can arrest disease at an early stage; 
but delay—hesitate! hesitate!—and you 
aro lost!" This is just one of those 
dangerous half-truths whercout doc- 
tors do suck GO small advantage. 
U 


you call the doctor in for every littla 
ailment, you will gel into an artificial 
state. Nature will strike work, and you 
will never bo well without the doctor 
—nor with him either. If you always 
lake opiates, you will never sleep with- 
out them; or tonics, you will never cat 
without them; or stimulants; you will 
never work without them. 


It is a law true in sociology and 


physics alike, that dependence grows 
by "what it feeds on. There aro doc 


i 


tors who always send people to bed di- 
rectly if they havo a little cold—and 
those people are forever catching cold 
—they have no resistance left. You 
are somewhat out of order; instead of 
exercise and moderation, in comes the 
doctor with his doso and, next time, 
Mature will refuse to have anything to 
do with you. "I am not going to 
trouble myself about you," sue virtu- 
ally say«." "Send for tho doctor; you 
prefer his physic to my more slow but 
more sure and more healthy recupera- 
tive power. Take physic—I strike 
work." 


Not only do we often begin too soon, 


but we go'on too long with the doctor. 
He calls and calls again; he refines hig 
prescription until its gradations of ef- 
ficacy are quite imperceptible, but they 
are just enough to koep nature in lead- 
ing-strings and to make each step de-. 
pendent vpon the therapeutic art. 


I • Of course, I admit that there aro 
j many cases to which these remarks ara 


wholly inapplicable. Bronaiiitis, in- 
cipient cancer, and others, both func- 
tional and organic—to-take these in 
time may bo everything. There are 
cases where the diagnosis of a good 
physician is simply invaluable; his 
hints about food arc not to bo neg- 
lected, yet they should be taken, per- 
haps, cum gvano, and checked by per- 
sonal experience. There 
are other 


eases, too, whore cod-liver oil, quinine 
and one or two other drugs aro abso- 
lute specifics. 
Who can not realize 


Dr. Livington's gloomy consciousness 
of having s;gncd hia own death war- 
rant, when ho determined to go for- 
ward after loaing his medicine-chest oj 
quinine in the dismal river?—London 
Truth.
